The inner tube 103 is provided with a 
plurality of U-shaped slits 108 which oper- 
6 ate as one-way, or substantially one-way, 
valves, to allow flow in one direction but to 
prevent, or restrict, flow in the reverse 
direction. In use, the peel strip 107 is re- 
moved to expose the adhesive on the outer 

10 surface of the adhesive-bearing material 106 
and the appliance is placed against the body 
as shown in Fig. 4. Excreted urine is re- 
ceived first in the inner bag 103 and then 
passes through the valve-forming slits 108 

15 into the lower bag. Backflow of urine is 
prohibited, or restricted, by the nature of 
the valves 108 and thus is retained for 
future study and test 
The outer tube 100 is provided with an 

20 opening 109 therein, sealed shut by a plastic 
patch 110. To empty the bag it is thus 
merely necessary to peel off the patch 110 
thereby exposing the hole 109. 
One advantage of this collector is the 

25 simplicity of construction, the same being 
made of two pieces of tubular plastic sealed 
at their tops and bottoms to provide closed 
containers with the seal along the top of 
each being coincident so as to secure the 

30 inner tube in position with the outer tube. 
The two tubes are also secured together at 
their openings to prevent leakage at this 
point. 

The adhesive-bearing material previously 
35 referred to need be secured to the bag only 
around the edges of the opening, and the 
balance of the material may be free of 
attachment to the bag. For a collector suit- 
able for a female person, it may be advan- 
40 tageous to leave all but that part of the 
adhesive-bearing material immediately sur- 
rounding the opening free of attachment to 
the bag. 

From the foregoing it will be appreciated 
45 that there is disclosed herein a new and 
improved urine collector. It will also be 
appreciated that there is disclosed a dispos- 
able urine collector particularly adaptable 
for use with male and female infants. 

50 WHAT WE CLAIM IS:— 

1. A urine collector comprising outer 
and inner liquidproof bags, the outer bag 
being formed from a tube the ends of which 
are closed to form said bag, the bags hav- 

55 ing co-operating openings for receiving 
urine from a user of the collector, opposed 
portions of the bags surrounding the open- 



ings being connected together, and means 
for providing urine communication between 
the bags, the arrangement being such that, 60 
in use of the collector, urine can flow from 
the inner bag to the outer bag but urine 
flow in the reverse direction is restricted, 
or prevented. 

2. A urine collector according to claim 65 
1, wherein the inner bag is secured to an 
end of the outer bag. 

3. A urine collector according to claim 
1 or claim 2 including means secured to the 
outer bag for fastening the collector to a 70 
user's body. 

4. A urine collector according to claim 

3, wherein the fastening means coniprises 
adhesive-bearing material surrounding the 
opening of the outer bag and having an 75 
aperture so that urine can enter the collec- 
tor by way of the aperture and the open- 
ings of the outer and inner bags, said ma- 
terial being secured to an exterior surface 
portion of the outer bag around the peri- 80 
meter of the outer bag opening, there being 

a balance of said material free of attach- 
ment to the bag. 

5. A urine collector according to claim 

4, wherein said material has a pair of ears 85 
extending generally away from the outer 
bag opening and being unattached to the 
outer bag. 

6. A urine collector according to claim 

4 or claim 5 including a peel patch detach- 90 
ably covering said material. 

7. A urine collector according to any 
one of claims 4 to 6, wherein each of the 
openings of the bags is in an edge of the 
bag, and wherein the adhesiverbearing ma- 95 
tenal is folded back on either side of the 
edge of the outer bag. 

8. A urine collector according to any 
one of the preceding claims, wherein the 
communication means comprises a U- 100 
shaped slit. 

9. A urine collector according to any 
one of the preceding claims including means 
for allowing the outer bag to be emptied of 
urine. 105 

10. A urine collector substantially as 
herein described with reference to the ac- 
companying drawings.
